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FOREWORD 


HE late William T. H. Howe, President of the American Book Com- 

pany and internationally known collector and connoisseur of rare 

American and English books, formed over a period of about twenty years a 

collection of American glass which, in certain respects, is unrivaled. The 
present catalogue contains Part I of his superb collection. 

The outstanding feature of the collection is the extraordinary number 

of fine pieces in the so-called Stiegel and Ohio-Stiegel techniques in all of 


the available colors—sapphire blue, amber, amethyst, and the extremely rare 
emerald green. It must not be assumed, however, that the collection is 
devoted solely to this category. Superb examples in the Blown Three-Mold 
technique and in pressed glass are also to be found in a rich assortment of 
patterns and colors. Furthermore, the group of historical flasks contains 
many of the most highly prized specimens. 

In December 1933 the American Glass Collectors’ Club met and held an 
exhibition of American glass at these galleries. At this meeting, Dr. Howe 
gave a talk to the members on the subject 4 merican Blown Glass of the Early 
Periods. Dr Howe’s recognized ability to discuss this subject authoratively 
was based on the actual possession of some of the most outstanding examples 
of American blown glass, together with an acknowledged connoisseurship. 
A year prior, in 1932, Dr. Howe had acquired at the Herbert Delavan 
Mason sale two of the outstanding pieces in his collection—the emerald green 
paneled vase and the amethyst paneled vase. ‘This permitted the collection to 
boast of a group of these vases in every known color. During the years since, 
the collection has grown in comprehensiveness and prestige until, as we have 
stated before, it now ranks among the few really great collections of American 
Glass in public or private ownership. It naturally follows that the dispersal 
at auction of Dr Howe’s collection presents a rare opportunity for collectors 
and museums. 

Many of the fine examples in the collection were acquired with the assist- 
ance and advice of George S. McKearin, well-known in the field of American 
glass. Obviously then, the Galleries welcomed Mr McKearin’s co-operation 
in the preparation of the catalogue, and I am indebted to him for much 


material, especially in connection with the attributions.

RaW LEC TANS TEIEESEOWE COLLECTION 


VER a quarter of a century has slipped by since the publication of 
what might be termed the first important book on the subject of 
American Glass. I refer to the notable and scholarly work, Stiegel Glass 
by Frederick William Hunter in collaboration with John B. Kerfoot. 
It was published in 1914. It gave great impetus to the serious interest which 
had just begun to develop in the held of Early American Blown Glass. With 
the passing years, interest has rapidly increased in this fascinating field of 
collecting and spread into every nook and corner of America. 

The late William T. H. Howe was for twenty years or so an enthusiastic 
collector of American Glass. He was particularly fortunate in that he was 
in a position to acquire, Over a period of years as the opportunity arose, many 
of the finest examples of Early American Blown Glass which became available 
to private collectors. From nearly every notable collection which, either pri- 
vately or at auction, came on the market he secured many outstanding speci- 
mens for the enrichment of his own collection. It is, therefore, no exaggera- 
tion to say that only once or twice in the past two decades has there been 
available to private collectors and museums such an opportunity as is afforded 
by the dispersal of the Howe Collection. So numerous are the outstanding 
and important examples it is difficult to make a selection for special comment. 
Among the Stiegel and Stiegel-type are many superlative pieces, including the 
magnificent green paneled vase acquired by Dr Howe in the Herbert Delavan 
Mason Sale in 1932; also, a brilliant amethyst paneled vase from the same 
sale, and an equally fine one in deep sapphire blue. The latter is similar to 
the one in the Hunter Collection in the Metropolitan Museum of Art, which 
was used as the frontispiece in Stiegel Glass. ‘The green creamer [catalogue 
number 336] of ogival or “Venetian diamond” pattern is one of the finest 
known specimens of these rare creamers and fully equal to the one in the 
Fish sale, 1939. The diamond-patterned large footed bowl and cover in 
clear flint glass [catalogue number 362] is another outstanding piece; defi- 
nitely eighteenth century in the technique of the cover, it is a commanding 
example, and while we have no definite record as to its provenance it could 
easily be of American origin, of the Stiegel 
poraneous Philadelphia Flint Glass Works. 

In early South Jersey glass it would be hard to find a finer example than 
the brilliant deep green pitcher with superimposed decoration of heavy 
swirling [catalogue number 373]. It came from the Alfred B. Maclay col- 
lection, as did catalogue number 331, the soft cobalt blue chalice-shaped 
creamer. 

The Howe Collection is justly famous for its many superb examples re- 


olass house or from the contem- 
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flecting the outstanding skill of the early Ohio and Mid-Western blowers, who 
seem not only to have followed the Stiegel technique but to have developed 
and even created forms, colors, and elaboration of pattern-molded designs 
distinctly American. One of the finest of these pieces is the deep golden 
amber sugar bowl [catalogue number 121] with galleried rim and double- 
dome cover; it was patterned in a bottle mold by a skilled blower and carries 
a design of delicate expanded ribbing. It is an outstanding example of the 
superb craftsmanship encountered in much of the off-hand glass made in the 
White Glass Works, Zanesville, Ohio. Catalogue number 317 is another 
extremely rare item—a clear brilliant green sugar bowl with sloping petaled 
foot and double-dome cover; it shows a large ogival or quilted design and 
was also patterned in a mold for blowing flasks. “The small amber compote 
[catalogue number 297] is one of only a few known specimens; its flaring 
circular foot supports a heavy knopped stem, which carries a shallow circular 
bowl with expanded ogival design. Catalogue number 158, the large deep 
amber pitcher, free-blown and not patterned, is another superlative specimen 
and is probably a Zanesville piece. 

One of the rarest items in the collection is a large green Blown Three- 
Mold bowl [catalogue number 54]. This is a three-mold pattern definitely 
known to have been made at an early Kent, Ohio, glass works. All of these 
Kent Blown Three-Mold bowls rank among the great rarities, but in the bril- 
liance of the metal, top diameter of the bowl, and wide spreading sides the 
Howe bowl is unique and in a class by itself. 

In the category of Blown Three-Mold glass, the collection contains many 
choice pieces of distinctly American types and patterns, in the finest quality of 
clear flint glass, interspersed with rare colored examples. In this group is con- 
tained a sugar bowl and cover [catalogue number 275 ] which, without ques- 
tion, is the outstanding specimen in the entire collection. The bow] is blown 
in geometric pattern with large sunburst motif, the same pattern repeated in 
the cover. The color is a strong but delicate lavender or wistaria. Only one 
other similar bowl in this pattern and rare color is known. Another outstand- 
ing three-mold specimen is the amethyst salt [catalogue number 141] which 
came from the Maclay Collection. Catalogue number 265, a pitcher in an 
unusual shade of blue, is a great rarity and one of a pair originally in the 
small but superb collection of American glass assembled by the late Louis G. 
Myers. It was blown in the same mold as used for the pint olive amber and 
olive green decanters made at the old Keene (Marlboro St.) Glass Works in 
Keene, New Hampshire, and the type of sunburst is typical of the Keene 
Blown Three Mold. In spite of the slight defect it is a highly desirable item. 

The large ‘blood’ amber bowl [catalogue number 209 ], which also came 
from the Maclay collection, is another interesting and desirable item. It is 
typical of the off-hand pieces blown by workmen in certain of the Connecticut 
glasshouses and was probably made at the West Willington or Westford 


Glass Works. In color and general characteristics of the glass it matches 
certain of the marked flasks made at these two glass houses. 

New York State glasshouses are well represented. An outstanding item 
is catalogue number 350, a magnificent free-blown large bowl and matching 
pitcher, showing the finest of the superimposed decoration in Lily Pad effect. 
They were probably made at the Redwood Glass Works which was located 
not far from Watertown. The fine Lily Pad pitcher [catalogue number 
113] is characteristic of the type made at the Redford Glass Works near 
Plattsburg. 

While Dr Howe’s interest was largely in the field of blown glass, he also 
appreciated and collected examples of the finest pressed glass of the so-called 
Lacy type. Included in the sale are some superb rarities in this category, 
among them the rare oblong tray with heart border and ship Constitution 
forming the central design; with it is the matching heart-border rectangular 
dish with cover [catalogue number 241]. Catalogue numbers 243 and 244 
comprise a magnificent pair of large flat plates with heart and lyre border. 
Catalogue number 245 is a rare footed bowl with cover, a piece similar to 
that illustrated in Ruth Webb Lee’s book, Sandwich Glass, plate 145. 
The creamer [catalogue number 256] in deep lapis-lazuli with opalescent 
tone is an outstanding Sandwich specimen in lacy glass, and the octagonal 
plate [catalogue number 28] is a superb example of one of the rarities in 
brilliant lacy glass, emanating from the Pittsburgh area. 

The collection, as a whole, is unusually free from pieces with any appre- 
ciable defects, and the few included are items of such rarity as to justify their 
inclusion. In conclusion I can repeat that only occasionally in a lifetime are 
collectors afforded such an opportunity to acquire so many rare and beautiful 
examples expressive of the skill and craftsmanship of old-time glassblowers 
in America.

NOTES ON EARLY AMERICAN GLASS 


OLLECTORS not thoroughly acquainted with the history of Early 

American glass—or collectors willing to refresh their memories— 

may find the following pages about the early glass industry in America, as 

relevant to the present W. T. H. Howe collection, profitable reading. This 

following material comprises portions of the introductory matter written by 

Helen McKearin for a previous catalogue of Early American glass produced 
by the Parke-Bernet Galleries, Inc. 
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At present “Early American Glass” is a comprehensive term indifferent 
to the factors of time and foreign influence. It bridges the widening stream 
of American glass manufacture, from Colonial days well through the mid- 
nineteenth century, covering all the various types and designs of glass which 
have been identified in that stream. Thus it stands for the hand-blown and 
pattern-molded glass in the designs and decorations which were transplanted 
from Continental and British glass houses and eventually, from their gradual 
assimilation, gave birth to purely American designs in form and decoration. 
It stands also for the early nineteenth century contributions to design—the 
Blown Three-Mold glass and the historical and pictorial flasks blown in full- 
sized molds; and, again for the Lacy glass and all the other new types and 
forms made possible by, and immediately following, the perfecting of the 
pressing machine in the late eighteen twenties. 

On the other hand, while the term “early”, as generally applied to a given 
piece of American glass, also has its own peculiar variability, its implied time 
element is less general. It refers largely to such factors as when a given design 
of shape or decoration, decorative technique or method of manufacture joined 
the stream of American glass production. While patient students are con- 
stantly working to pin down facts regarding these facets of American glass 
designs, the multitudinous problems they present are still far from their final 
solution. 

At present, according to our glass lore, there are two principal and 
distinct streams of tradition in American glassblowing and decorative tech- 
niques which trickled out from the eighteenth century glass houses of William 
Henry Stiegel at Manheim, Pennsylvania, and of Caspar Wistar, near Allo- 
waystown, New Jersey. The methods and decorative techniques were of 
ancient and honorable lineage long before craftsmen brought them to Colonial 
glass houses. Some of them, at least, were used in glass houses which preceded 


and even operated contemporaneously with the ventures of “Baron” Stiegel, 
and probably with that of Wistar. Inthe years following the Revolution many 
blowers, trained in the same techniques, came to our shores to take their places 
in building up our glass industry. In spite of all these facts, because the two 
traditions were first identified with the Manheim and South Jersey factories 
through the researches of Messrs. Hunter and Kerfoot, they are labeled 
Stiegel and South Jersey. 


THE SOUTHS) PERSE YE RADITION 


When Caspar Wistar defied England’s ban on Colonial manufacture of 
glass and brought Belgian and Dutch glass men to America in 1739 he prob- 
ably became responsible for the inception of an American glass tradition. It 
spread to the second Jersey factory established about 1780 by three of the 
Stanger brothers, former Wistar employees; hence, through the migration of 
blowers, to the bottle and window glass houses which gradually came into 
existence in the early nineteenth century in New Jersey, New York and New 
England. Of the products of the short lived eighteenth century glass houses 
in New York and New England little is known; but it seems reasonable to 
assume that if individual pieces were blown the same techniques were used as 
in New Jersey. 

The South Jersey tradition in glass stands for individual hand-blown, or 
oft-handblown pieces—by-products, not commercial wares—blown in the 
bottle and window glass houses. The blowers, while possibly producing a small 
quantity of household utensils for strictly local trade, habitually exercised their 
right to the fag end of the pot by blowing useful and ornamental objects for 
their own households and for friends. Each blower was designer as well as 
craftsman; hence the term, individual pieces. Since he was under no necessity 
to meet the current fashion in glassware he could form his pieces as fancy or 
taste dictated. The objects created have the naiveté and peasant-like quality 
associated with folk art. No matter how delicate or graceful in shape and 
decorative treatment, they are invested with a quality of sturdiness rather than 
a feeling of fragility. 

The general physical characteristics of these individual pieces are dis- 
tinctive and unmistakable. Except for the occasional use of the pattern- 
mold in Jersey they were nearly all hand-blown, mainly from window and 
bottle glass and usually from an abundant gathering of metal. Those from 
South Jersey were in shades of aquamarine, amber, green and sometimes blue, 
and in addition, in the nineteenth century, in such colors as opaque white and 
shades of rose and maroon, and in clear glass. The pieces from New York 
State were usually in light greens and blue-aquamarine, occasionally shades of 
amber or olive green and rarely, blue; those from New England principally 
in various ambers and green, less frequently aquamarine and, rarely, blue and 


amethyst. The two latter colors were used at the Keene, Marlboro Street 
factory. Applied decoration, such as threading or the tooling of a super- 
imposed layer of glass into forms such as swagging and the so-called lily-pad, 
seem to have been the most popular decorative techniques. Frequently an 
applied foot was crimped. 

Generally speaking, the individual hand-blown pieces did not travel far 
from the locality of their origin. However, many pieces are found in shops 
and collections which, while obviously in the South Jersey tradition, are with- 
out definite identifying characteristics and unaccompanied by any history even 
as to the section of the country in which they were found. Such articles are 
usually classified simply as South Jersey type. 


THE STIEGEL TRADITION 


The Stiegel tradition in glass designs and techniques epitomizes. skills 
standardized to conform to commercial requirements for table and decorative 
wares. Thus it embraces a wide variety of designs and decorative techniques 
the nature of which was established by the studies of Messrs. Hunter and 
Kerfoot. 

The general physical features of the glass of Stiegel’s period are as dis- 
tinctive as those in the South Jersey tradition. Both lead and non-lead glass 
were used. The colored metal, largely flint glass, was in shades of rich blues, 
purples, amethyst and, rarely, emerald green. Shapes were expertly formed, 
either in a mold or free-hand. Clear glass was usually decorated by wheel-cut 
and diamond-point engraving and by enameling. Clear and colored glass was 
impressed with patterns through the medium of shallow-dip and pattern- 
molds. The pattern-molded pieces were expanded and shaped free-hand after 
the pattern, such as ribbing, fluting and variations of the ““Venetian”’ diamond, 
had been obtained in the mold. Though the shapes and decorations of foreign 
table and ornamental wares were copied deliberately in this period, at least 
two new pattern-molded designs were originated at Manheim: the beautiful 
daisy-in-square and daisy-in-hexagon. So far as we know today these two 
perfume bottle designs were used in no other glass house. Another design, 
which had no foreign prototype and which most students credited Stiegel with 
originating, is the panel vase, rarest in emerald green. 

Today, because Stiegel succeeded so well in his avowed intention to pro- 
duce glass identical with that of his foreign competitors and because some, if 
not all, of his artisans and craftsmen found employment in later factories, plus 
the fact that the same techniques were used in other American glass houses, 
many students use ‘‘Stiegel’’—with a few exceptions—in a generic sense sig- 
nifying a glass tradition rather than a factory designation. Others prefer 
“Stiegel Type’’, particularly to designate pieces having the requisite “Stiegel” 
features but unaccompanied by any sort of indisputable evidence as to origin. 


MID-WESTERN GLASS 


The turn of the century saw the beginning of our glass industry in the 
Mid-West. Among the first glass houses to be established to meet the needs 
of a fast expanding population were those at New Geneva, founded in 1797 
by Albert Gallatin and skilled glass men from the east, and of O'Hara and 
Craig in Pittsburgh. Some of the early houses failed after a brief existence, 
others prospered and expanded. As in the east, the majority were window and 
bottle glass houses but, in that pioneer country, a limited amount of household 
utensils undoubtedly were blown to meet local needs. While many of the 
articles were hand-blown pieces others were molded in patterns. And because 
the glass was produced largely by former craftsmen from the Stiegel and 
Amelung works, as well as by other blowers trained here and abroad in the 
same techniques, there was a marked continuation of the Stiegel decorative 
techniques, particularly in the use of the pattern-mold. 

Although the old German post method of bottle blowing was practiced to 
some extent, the ““Stiegel” method of using one gathering of glass blown in the 
pattern-mold and expanded seems to have been preferred. The pattern-molded 
bottles, flasks and household utensils from such early glass houses as New 
Geneva, Greensboro, Mantua and Zanesville are now called ‘‘Ohio-Stiegel”’. 
The pitchers, bowls and similar articles in this group, which includes some of 
the rarest and most truly American glass known to-day, were blown from fine 
quality bottle glass and, unlike most of the glass in the Stiegel tradition, have 
an individual quality. Their blowers seem to have created a style, not followed 
one. 


BLOWN THREE-MOLD GLASS 


Blown Three-Mold is a milestone in the history of American glass design. 
So far as we now know, it was the first commercial tableware blown in full-size 
molds and was an independent, perhaps the first, American contribution to 
glass patterns in molded tableware. This glass made its appearance about 
1820 and was a distinctive American product for many years, probably until 
about 1840. There is no doubt but that it was inspired by the expensive and 
fashionable imported Irish and English blown glass with wheel-cut designs. 
So it was probably to provide an inexpensive article similar to the imported 
wares, and perhaps also in the hope of competing more successfully with 
foreign competitors, that our ingenious glass manufacturers devised a means 
of simulating the cut glass by adapting its patterns to blown glass through the 
medium of the full-size mold. However, though prompted by commercial 
expediency, they did not stop with mere imitation of a few cut patterns; they 
created many of their own so that actually a new type of pattern ware was 
evolved. | 

The Blown Three-Mold patterns, which are its most important charac- 
teristic, fall into three categories, according to their predominating motifs: 


geometric, arch and Baroque. Designers made the most of the possibilities in 
combining the simple geometric motifs of vertical, diagonal, horizontal, chey- 
ron and spiral ribbing with each other, and with diamond diapering and the 
sunburst motifs of which there are at least nine. 

Comparatively few of the many patterns or various molds in which their 
variations were blown can be positively attributed to a specific factory. 
Mr Harry Hall White has proved that a few patterns were used at Vernon, 
N. Y., for bottle and flint glass articles, that bottle glass pieces in one or two 
patterns were blown at Kent and at Mantua, Ohio, at Coventry, Connecticut, 
and at the Marlboro Street factory in Keene, N. H. The comparative rarity 
of articles in the patterns identified with these factories leads one to the con- 
clusion that the production was not very extensive. On the other hand, the 
number of patterns and of articles molded in them which have been identified 
as Sandwich indicate that Sandwich put out a large and varied quantity of this 
ware. However, it would be strange indeed if Mid-Western factories and 
others equally important in the production of tableware did not produce Blown 
Three-Mold in substantial quantities. 


LACY GLASS AND OTHER EARLY PRESSED GLASS 


If Blown Three-Mold was the first independent American design in 
molded tableware, Lacy glass was the second. Lacy glass was an entirely new 
type of American glass made possible by the perfecting of the pressing machine - 
in the late 1820s. And while the artistry passed from the glass blowers to the 
mold designers and makers, the results in economical production and beauty 
of pattern justified the means. Many forms were quite original, and the beau- 
tiful patterns in almost infinite variety were so designed as to enhance the 
metal’s potentialities for brilliancy. It may have been inspired by the desire to 
outshine cut glass but it was not, as is frequently intimated, an imitation of it. 
The intricacy and delicacy of most patterns could not possibly have been 
achieved by a cutting wheel. 

For many years every piece of Lacy, or other pressed glass, was auto- 
matically attributed to Sandwich. There is no doubt that Sandwich did 
produce quantities of Lacy glass. However, it is known that several con- 
temporary Mid-West factories produced similar glass. Considering the 
acknowledged high quality of their products in other types it hardly seems 
logical to infer that their pressed glass output was inferior to Sandwich pro- 
duction in this field.
